Japanese Patent No. 2002-318374 : PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: to actualize a multi- 
wavelength batch optical modulating device which can have its hardware constituted at a low cost 
and also can reduce the trouble and cost for maintenance management. SOLUTION: The optical 
modulating device is composed of one wavelength multiplexing and demultiplexing means, a 
plurality of light intensity modulators corresponding to the number of light carriers to be generated, 
and optical recurrence means which are as many as the light intensity modulators. 

Japanese Patent No. 2003-018853 : PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To reduce a common 
made current applied to a power converter comprising a P WM rectifier circuit and a P WM inverter 
circuit at a low cost. SOLUTION Semiconductor devices Q 1 , Q3, and Q5 of a PWN rectifier circuit 
and semiconductor devices Q7, Q9, and Ql 1 of a PWM inverter circuit are simultaneously turned on 
(or off) or, semiconductor devices Q2, Q4, and Q6 of the PWM rectifier circuit and semiconductor 
devices Q8, Q10, and Q12 of the PWM inverter circuit are simultaneously turned off (or on) to 
reduce a change of a common mode voltage and hence reduce a common mode current. As a result, 
the dimensional reduction of a common mode filter and the dimensional reduction of a cooler of a 
common mode current suppressor can be realized, so that the cost can be reduced.
